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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is the First Office Action on the Merits from the examiner in charge of this 
application. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claims 10-14 are objected to because of the following informalities: claim 10, 
line 4, "a second" should be "a second side". Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by USP 
2,763,908 to Marschner. 

Marschner discloses a bayonet latch comprising, such as shown in Figs 3-5, a 
first housing member 1 having first side and a second side with a flange provided on the 
first side to receive a rotatable locking member 6 having a slot 7; a second housing 
member 2 having a first side and a second side with a boss 1 1 provided on the second 
side to receive a stem 8 having a pin 10; wherein when the rotatable locking member 6 
is in a first position and the second side of the first housing member 1 contacts the 
second side of the second housing member 2, the pin 10 passes through the slot 7 and 
further wherein when the locking member 6 is rotated to a second position, the second 
side of the first housing member 1 is held in contact with the second side of the second 
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housing member, a spring 15 disposed between the flange and the locking member 6 to 
bias the locking member away from the stem when the locking member is in the second 
position, the stem 8 is threadably received in the boss 1 1 , the stem has a first member 
extending laterally outward from the stem and a second member opposite the first 
member and extending laterally outward from the stem to form a T, the second position 
is offset from the first position by 90 degrees, and an indicator provided on the locking 
member to indicate the positional relationship of the slot 7 with respect to the pin 1 0, 
with said indicator being defined as the slot 18 shown in Fig 3. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Greene, Cuva et al, Pratt, Attanasio, Hayes et al, Scalise, Sykes, 
Bidwell, Castle et al, Johnson, Zahodiakin, Grant et al, and Joffres et al all show 
structures similar to various elements of applicant's disclosure.
